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A derivative word is one formed from some- Ampler 
word ; as, kingdom, godly, firmness^ from king, god, 
firm. 

Words that cannot be traced to any simpler word, 
are called primitive ; as, god, king, firm. 

From these primitive words or roots, derivatives are 
formed by the addition of certain prefixes and affixes, 
which in various ways modify and alter the significa- 
tion of the original word. 

These prefixes and affixes are also combined with 
foreign roots, which have been adopted in our language 
as the radical parts of words, but not used as words 
themselves, and hence called inseparable roots. 

A prefix is a particle placed before a root. 

An affix is a particle placed after a root. 

When the signification of the root of a word is known, 
its particular meaning is often determined by its prefix 
or affix. 

Some of these prefixes assume different forms, that 
they may the more readily unite with the first letter 
of the root to which they are joined : as accede in- 
stead of adcede ; affix ; aggress ; appeal^ 8fc,
